Here is what a number of prominent men of the country have 
said of the eight-hour day. The evidence presented in their state- 
ments is indisputable. 


There is an unlovely word used by union men when referring 
to a man who refuses to co-operate with his fellow workers and who 
works long hours for small wages, regardless of what his attitude 
will do to the wage scale of others. Such a man is called a scab.

Prof. Clark of Columbia University sums up the auesten for the 
employer of labor very truly in these words: 


“‘If you want a man to work for you one day, and one day only, 
and secure the greatest possible amount of work which he is capable 
of performing, you must make him work twenty-four hours. If you 
would have him work a week, it will be necessary to reduce the time 
to twenty hours a day; if you want him to work a month, a still 
further reduction to eighteen hours a day. For the year, fifteen hours 
a day will do; for several years, ten hours; but if you wish to get 
the most out of a man for a working lifetime, you will have to reduce 


his hours of labor to eight each day.”’ 


Mr. Mann, Republican leader in Congress, said, December 11,

ae re could by fiat say that every man in the land should work 
but eight ours; ft’ ‘wot be a very good thing to do. The quality 
of the work would compensate for the difference in hours.’’ 

) Also: ‘‘The effort to get more than a certain amount of work 
out of a man defeats itself. If an increase in quantity always at 
expense of quality. The speed of the work lessens as the day ad- 
vances.’’ 

Henry Ford recently placed his immense automobile factory on 
an eight-hour basis. He says: 

‘‘Qur men are doing as much work now in eight hours as they 
did before in nine. In the motor assembling department the men 
were turning out eighty-five motors an hour when they were working 
a nine-hour day. Since we changed to eight hours those seme men, 
without any ‘change in numbers and methods, have been assembling 
one hundred and five motors an hour.’”’

AGAINST NC. 46 


The ostedpaths are opposed to the 
drugless practice act No. 46 on the 
ballot, for the following reasons, 
which are printed on cards that are 
being widely circulated here in Rich- 
mond: 

Because it authorizes the unskilled, 
unexamined and unlicensed to prac- 
tice the healing art, which is already 
regulated by law. 

The present law provides a fair ex- 
amination and license to all drugless 


practitioners who will prepare them- 
selves and apply for it. 

46 means that anyone who claims 
to have practiced the healing are in 
California for six months prior to 
November 3 shall be issued a certifi- 
cate, irrespective of rank, standing or 
educational qualifications.

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DATES AS FOOD. 

Eastern women have known for 
centuries what American women are 
just learning, and that is that the 
date is more than a mere delicacy 
and is almost a perfe¢t food. _ Figs, 
dates and nuts are merely the finish- 
ing touches to a substantial dinner 
with us, but they should be put on a 
food basis with other products. 

The date, by chemical analysis, 
contains: Protein, 2.1; carbahydrate, 
47.4; fat, 2.8; water, 15.4; ash, 1.3; 
which puts it into the starch and 
sugar class of carbohydrates, and it 
offers a heat-producing food at com- 
paratively low cost. 

It is most frequently eaten raw, 
but ig equally good in many cooked 
forms when combined with nuts, and 
used with milk it constitutes a com- 
plete meal. 

Dates with cereal are made as fol- 
lows: Wash a pound of dates and 
let them stand in a pint of water 
overnight. Let them come to the 
boil, then simmer gently for a few 
minutes, flavoring with a few drops 
of lemon or orange juice. Remove 
the fruit, add a little sugar, to the 
liquid left in the saucepan and sim- 
mer until thickened. Pour over the 
cereal and serve cold.
